ECKELS TO LAUOIU.MG MH..

Former Controller of the Currency
Outlines Sound Money Views.

CHICAGO. Oct. 5.-J- ames II. Eckels, ex- -

controller of the treasurer, spoke in the
Auditorium to-nig- ht to an audience that
packed the great hall as tightly as it could
be packed, hundreds of people being turned
away. The meeting was under the
auspices of the Business Men's Sound
Money Association and embraced men of
all parties who oppose the 16 to 1 plank of
the Democratic platform. Mr. Eckels was
introduced by u illiam Davis, of Chicago.
president of the Amalgamated Association
of Iron and Steel Workers, who made a
short address. The iron and steel indus
tries were strongly represented in the
meeting.

Mr. Eckels opened his address by saying:
"I propose in this campaign, as a Demo-
crat, to support William McKinley, the
nominee of the Republican party, for re
election to the presidential oince, and on
that behalf I am upon this platform."

Then he went closely Into the intimate
relations between the prosperity of labor
and a sound money system; refuted the
Bryanic contention that there Is a money
trust "which has fastened Its clutch on
the throats of the people;" dealt briefiy
with the history of national banks: showed
the underlying causes In the tendency to
great business combinations; quoted large-
ly from statistics to show the more general
mployment of labor at more remunerativewages, thus refuting Mr. Bryan's conten

tion that these combinations tend to takeaway the employment of labor; covered
the fluctuations of prices to the consumer,
and on this point said: "I submit that if
combination of capital neither Increases
the price to the consumer nor diminishes
the number of laborers nor the amount of
wage. It cannot be either a menace to
tociety or a detriment to the public good.
It certainly does not present such a situa
tion in the country' affairs as to demand
unusual laws or extraordinary action."

In closing he said, after a brief review
of the foreign policy of the adralnlstra- -
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tion: "I was not in favor of the war with
Spain. I believed It to be a mistake, but,
having entered upon it, 1 do not see in the
light of all the facts as presented by the
records that things could have been dif-
ferent. I was opposed to colonial expan-
sion, but that expansion is an established
fact, made so largt!y by Mr. Bryan's co-

operation, and dealing with conditions as
they are and not as they might have been,
1 prefer to trust the wisdom and experience
of President McKinley, backed by a party
that yet retains seme conservative ele-
ments in It, io the vagaries of Mr. Bryan,
supported by an organization which boasts
that within Its clrcie the radical rules, and
there Is neither use nor place for the con-feervati- ve.

Jadse Cantrill Ilefnacs Special Pro
cess for Defense's Witnesses.

GEORGETOWN, Ky., Oct. 5.-- Whcn the
Youtsey case was called this morning in
the Circuit Court the list of witnesses that
the sheriff of Breathitt county had failed
to summon was called, but none answered
present, though the returns showed that all
had been summoned since Wednesday. Mr.
Crawford reported that the sheriff of Knox
county had made no response at all to the
rule, and said that the defendant wished
to await a response. Judge Cantrill said
the defense had been given ample time to
prepare for trial, and must now proceed If
the commonwealth insisted on trial and

750,000 TONS OF COAL

ENGLISH SVMMCATE CONTRACTS

FOR THE ALABAMA OUTFIT.

Shipment! to Cover Two Year and to
Be Laid Dorm nt n Gulf Port

Details Ö the Trade.

CHICAGO. Oct. 5.-- An accredited repre-

sentative of an English syndicate to-d- ay

contracted for 730,000 tons of Alabama
coal to be delivered at some point on the
Gulf of Mexico. The deliveries are to
extend over a period of two years. At
what point the coal is to be delivered is
not stated, but the parties interested are
said to own valuable terminals below New
Orleans, and it Is therefore presumed that
this Alabama coal will go to New Orleans
for shipment to Europe.

In an interview with the promoters of
this coal industry to-da- y it was stated
that the coal from the .State of Alabama
could bo handled at a point below New
Orleans at a greater advantage than Is
possible at Mobile or Pensacola, on account
of the present carrying trade of the ves
sels in this export business. It is also
claimed that tho Alabama coal through
this line will be able to compete with ex
port coal from Norfolk and other points
on the Atlantic seaboard. The promoters
of this enterprise also claim that In view
of the marketing of the coal of the State
of Alabama In Europe, that the coal cf this
State would have an advantage greater
than any other toal fields In America for
export trade.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.A private letter
has been received by an officer In the War
Department from Lieutenant Stanford, of
the signal corps, which gives a brief but
interesting account of the work of the
signal corps on the way from Tlen-Tsl- n to
Peking. He says that, owing to the lack
of transportation, the work of the signal
corps was very difficult.'' "General Chaffee
found It necessary to take every wagon
and cart that had been shipped from the
Philippines In order to carry the supplies
he needed for his army, consequently the
signal officers had to skirmish for trans
portation. Lieutenant Stanford says that
he picked up teams and carts from any
nation that could be induced to part withmem, ana sometimes few Questions were
asked as to the proprietary Interest in tho
transportation outfit. He speaks of thevery hot weather encountered, so hot thatmen who were accustomed to excessive
lieat suffered severely. One day two la
borers with his party droDDed dead from
me neat.

Notwithstanding all these difficulties the
signal corps pushed along, and though
Lreneral Chaffee was In advance sometimes
during the day, the wire nearly always was
up with him at night. Lieutenant Stan-
ford's party consisted of himself and twelve
men of the corps. "The Japanese." savs
he. "were a few miles behind us with 100
enlisted men and twenty carts for trans
portation, but I was determined that they
snouid not beat us into Peking, and they
did not. The first wire there was ours, at
the American minister's house, and the first
Instrument working was ours. And after
that our wire was carrying messages not
only for our own government, but for the
Russians, English, French, Austrian and
Italian governments, besides the press."

Lieutenant Stanford says he was glad to
have had the experience, but he would not
go through it again if he can avoid it.

The failure of the Russians to rebuild the
railway to Peking is causing talk among
the commanders of the restoration of the
line to English owners for reconstruction
and operation.

ROW IN BAPTIST MEETING.

The Rev. .Mr. llauna Attacked the
MSo-C"alI- cd Scientific Religion.

SOUTHINGTON, Conn., Oct. 5. The ad
journment of the anniversary meetings
of the New Haven Baptist Association
was preceded by a lively debate, occa-

sioned by a sensational attack on the
Newton Theological Seminary, near Bos-

ton, and the University of Church. A reso-

lution was presented, asking that all of
the churches in the association be asked
to take a collection for the Newton The
ological Seminary. It was announced that
John D. Rockefeller had promised to give
to the institution $150. if a. similar amount
could be raised in other quarters. The
Rev. T. A. T. Hanna. of Shelton,
opposed the resolution in vigorous lan-
guage. He said: "This seminary, and also
the Baptist University at Chicago, are hot-
beds of heresy. Their instructors lead the
pupils from the solid foundation of the old
theology to the shifting quicksand of me
new so-call- ed scientific religion."

Mr. Hanna s remarks aroused a heatea
controversy. Other speakers defended the
institution attacked vigorously, and char
acterized the attack as uncalled for. The
Rev. W. G. Thomas, of Essex, moved the
adoption of the resolution and this was
done by an overwhelming vote.

DUEL TO THE DEATH

Fought by Two Tramps on Top of
Passenger Trniu.

ST. LOUIS, Oct. 5.-- On the top of a Chi
cago & Alton passenger train, moving at
the rate of forty miles an hour, William
Burke, of this city, and an unknown man,
fought a duel to the death to-nig- ht.

The two men were beating their way to
Chicago. After the train left East St.
Louis the, stranger drew a revolver and
demanded Burke's money. Burke refused
to comply with the request and grappled
with his antagonist. During the desperate
struggle which followed the unknown shot
Burke in the side, but the latter nnauy
managed to push him from the top of the
coach.

The sol-
diers thereupon drew their swords and in
the fight which followed several persons
were wounded, including the bandmaster
and an officer. Many arrests were made.

London's Poor Dock Facilities.
LONDON, Oct. 5. Elder, Dempster &

Co. write to the papers this morning to
complain of the lack of shipping facilities
at the port of London, owing to the lack
of docks and the neglect of dredging. They
assert that they are trying to push their
Canadian trade, but that of late it has
taken fourteen 'days to discharge a cargo
here. They characterize such a state of
things as "monstrous."

IT CURES YELLOW FEVER

SC III 31 DISCOVERED DV A YOUG
ITALIAN SPECIALIST.

He Wins the 100,000 Prize Offered by
the Mexican Government Remark-

able , Cures of Dad Cases.
i

CITY OF MEXICO. Oct 5.-- 0ne hundred
thousand dollars is the prize which Dr.
Angel Kcllinzaghl, a young Italian special-
ist, may win as the prize for the discovery
of a serum which cures yellow fever. Sev-

eral years ago the Mexican government
made a standing offer of 5100,000 to the dis-

coverer of a remedy for yellow fever, which
every year Is epidemic In the lower pulf
ports and on the Isthmus of Tehuantepec.

Several eminent specialists have made ex-
periments at the port of Vera Cruz since
the offer was made. Not until this sum-
mer did any of the serums experimented
with prove successful In virulent cases. At
last, however, the remedy has been found.
The experiments conducted at Vera Cruz
were under the auspices of the government
Board of Health. The commission appointed
by the board to witness the experiments
has Just reported favorably upon their re-

sult. Part of the b'g prize will be paid to
the doctor at once. He has been asked to
make further experiments in various forms
of the disease at Vera Cruz, and if they
are successful he will win the entire prize.

In June last Dr. Bellinzaghl came to the
City of Mexico to obtain permission from
the government to make experiments at
Vera Cruz, where the fever was then rag
ing. When Dr. Bellinzaghl was awaiting
the customary formalities to be complied
with David Kilpatrlck, an American who
had come from the isthmus, was taken ill
with vellow fever in its most virulent form
three or four days after arriving in the
city. He was taken to the American hos
pital, where his case was pronounced nope-les-s.

No case of yellow fever which had
developed in this altitude having been con-
tracted in a lower altitude had ever been
saved. Dr. A. W. Parsons, the physician
In charge of the hospital, gave permission
to Dr. Bellinzaghl to try his serum on the
patient.

Dr. Bellinzaghl visited the patient on the
fourth day of his Illness, after all hope of
his life had been given up. The patient
had the black vomit, a temperature which
Is considered fatal, his system was thor
oughly permeated with the disease, and the
action of the kidneys was entirely stopped.
a symptom which Is always considered
fatal. Dr. Bellinzaghl Injected twenty
grains of his serum on the first day he
visited the patient, and succeeded in re-
ducing his temperature and pulse. On the
second day he injected thirty grains, on the
third day sixty grains, and on the fourth
day eighty grains.

On the second day the vomit disappeared.
and on the fourth day the action of the
kidneys was restored. Three days later the
patient was discharged from the hospital.

This remarkable achievement hastened
the action of the government Board of
Health in granting permission to Dr. Bel-
linzaghl to make his experiments at Vera
Cruz. President Diaz became personally
Interested in the matter and sent for the
doctor. In an interview with the President
Dr. Bellinzaghl explained his serum and
its theory particularly, and the President
took Exeat Interest in it.

A committee was appointed by the gov
ernment Board of Health which accom-nanle- d

Dr. Bellinzaghl to Vera Cruz, and
afforded him every facility to make his
experiments. The serum was tried on pa
tients In the Military and San Sebastian
hospitals, and in 85 per cent, of the cases
it was successful. The usual mortality in
yellow fever cases is 50 to SO per cent. .
